The August, 1990 meeting of WPNS was called to order at 8:10 P.M. 
Tuesday, August 7, 1990 by President Homren. Secretary Kelly read 
the minutes of the July meeting. The minutes were approved as read. 
Treasurer Burns gave the financial report. The ending balance was 
$2874.55. 


Regarding correspondence of July, the letter answered by Larry Korchnak 
thought to have been sent by a child was actually sent by a handicapped 
adult collector. Larry will be bringing him to a future meeting. 


Publications Dick Gaetano reported that four new encased listings 
have been reported making the total six for this 
summer and thirty-six since the book was published. 


PAN Convention Don Carlucci reported that $5000 has been sent to 

PAN for bourse fees so far. Approximately sixty 
dealers are committed to attend. The U.S. Postal Service will be 
there using the design created by David Deep. Rodger Hershey displayed 
samples of the rolled cent to be used at the show and gave illustrations 
suitable for publication to Wayne. A room and bourse table are the fees 
charged by the rolled cent dealer. PAN will be selling the Bonds of the 
City of Pittsburgh hoping to get publicity, namely television coverage, . 

A meeting about the PAN Convention will be held 
September 8 in Harrisburg. Pat McBride reported that only two exhibit 
applications have been received by PAN so far.

Ellwood City, Pennsylvania, Depression Scrip 


Ellwood City, Pennsylvania, is a small town in southern 
Lawrence County about 50 miles Northwest of the city of 
Pittsburgh: = In’ May of 1933 ,-the: Biilwood City school 
District issued certificates of indebtedness that until 
recently were unknown to the collecting public. 

The sequence of events that led to Ellwood City School 
District's issuance of scrip began as early as April 27, 
1932, when the minutes of the meeting of the Board of School 
Directors reported approximately $100,000 in unpaid taxes. 
Auditors were called in and were unable to balance the books 
noting that "carelessness was evident." On May 3, 1932 the 
auditors reported that "a large number of unopened letters 
were found." There were also a "number of checks payable to 
the school district discovered in an accumulation of 
papers." As a result of the auditors' findings, a special 
meeting was held on May 25, 1932 where a per capita tax and 
a 4 3/4 mill property tax were discussed to correct the 
financial mess. No action was recorded on either option. 

The following month was crucial. In June the school 


district was faced with making a large payment to cover the 


1925 Series bonds used to build Lincoln High School. 
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ELLWOOD CITY AREA SCHOOL DISTRICT

The Board withdrew the mortgages of seven properties 
from the First National Bank of Ellwood City as a quick 
solution to their cash flow problem. Instead of 
acknowledging their dwindling tax reserves, the Board 
extended the deadline for the payment of delinquent taxes. 
They apparently shelved the issue in favor of more pressing 
concerns because they replaced the Superintendent and the 
Board Secretary in July. The Board withheld the 


& Superintendent's paycheck and charged the former Board 


Secretary for a shortage of funds. Facing an erosion of 


public confidence, the board addressed the delinquent tax 
issue with caution. In the words of one School Board 
member, they "did not want to force collection all taxes, 
and have some of our good citizens sent to jail." So, in 
August, instead of collecting taxes, the tax collector 
prepared exhonoration lists. 

Still sensing something wrong, the Board audited the 
tax collector. When discrepancies were reported in his 
records, they fired him and took legal action. Having 
put their house in order, the Board finally turned their 
attention to the tax problem. Unfortunately, it was now 
October, and six months had passed without action on 
delinquent taxes. A review of the records reveal that the 
Board resolutely filed liens against properties owing two 
years worth of taxes and declared that the teachers would 
"contribute" ten percent of their salaries. By November, 
they made an effort to generate income by adopting an 
installment plan for delinquent taxpayers. 

With new impetus to collect taxes, a strange turn of 
events came about in December when, according to 
Pennsylvania school law, new school board members took 
office. The new Board reversed the old Board's policy and 
once again extended the payment deadline for back taxes! 
The politics are uncertain at this point, but a full two 
months passed with no significant action until February 9, 


1933 when the Board prepared papers for a $50,000 bond 


issue. By March, the situation deteriorated to such an 


extent that at least one teacher's check bounced. Yet, 
surprisingly, the deadline for delinquent tax payments was 
again extended. Furthermore, the Citizen's National Bank in 
Ellwood City went into receivership and the school district 
had to initiate action to recover the bonds that were held 
through the bank. With no cash on hand and taxes not due 
now until June, a deficit of $75,063.23 was forecast for the 
year. This estimate was low since it took into account 
revenues generated by the $50,000 bond issue and a further 
reduction in teachers' salary of twenty percent. 

In April, when the amount of delinquent taxes grew to 
$143,320.76, the Board was devastated to find out that the 
bond issue did not sell. The 4% yield was too low to 
attract buyers. They immediately borrowed $25,000 to 
operate the school until the end of the fiscal year (June 
30, 1933). This $25,000 formed the basis for issuing the 
certificates of indebtedness, or scrip. Printer's proofs 
were submitted to the Board on April 13, 1933 and the notes 
were printed. 

Things were looking up for the school district in May 
when they re-funded the unsold bonds at a higher rate. 

The bonds sold and they issued the scrip but the scrip was 
refused by the Ellwood City Borough Council. The Ellwood 
City Ledger reported on June 3, 1933 that the local 


merchants appeared before City Council and urged the city's 


acceptance of the scrip for taxes and electric lights. The 


solicitor for the borough argued that it was not legal 
tender and he pointed out that, according to law, such 
payments (i.e. taxes and utilities) must be made in legal 
tender, not scrip. In spite of the school board solicitor's 
attempt to affirm the district's authority to issue scrip, 


the Council. rejected the scrip in: ai5-2° vote.

So, the merchants found themselves accepting scrip 
while the Borough collected cash. In the words of Mrs. Anna 
Brewer, whose name appears on the envelope containing the 
discovery notes, "Mr. Hancher (the Board Secretary) had 
quite a time with them (scrip). Teachers couldn't go out of 
town... they couldn't pay taxes." 

In summary, a combination of events appear to have 


forced the Ellwood City School District into issuing 


depression scrip. First, there was questionable behavior on 
the part of three key persons associated with the School 
district: a tax collector, a former school Superintendent, 
ana a former School Board Secretary. Second, the school 
district lost money in a failed bank and misalculated the 
percentage rate on a much needed bond issue. Third, and 
perhaps most significantly, the Board put off delinquent tax 
collection until it was too late. 

The existence of the scrip came to light when the 
author purchased an envelope containing four printer's 
proofs: three five-dollar denominations and one ten-dollar 
denomination. Each note was overprinted on its face in red 
"TV7O/470D/ — PRINTER 6 COPY 33th two ines. =: The-prooft; or 
specimen notes, are printed on heavy white paper while 
records indicate that the actual issue was "bound in 
perforated books, and numbered consecutively by 
corresponding numbers on each certificate, and stub 
thereof." The five-dollar notes are printed in royal blue 
ink while the ten-dollar notes are orange. A one-dollar 
specimen note printed in light green was discovered later. 
Research reveals that only three denominations were issued: 
ones, fives, and tens. According to school district records 
the total issue was broken down in the following manner: 

10,000 of the par value of $1.00 each totaling $10,000 


2,000 of the par value of $5.00 each totaling $10,000 
500 of the par value of $10.00 each totaling $5,000 


12,500 Notes issued Total value $25,000 


The face of each note displays the seal of the Ellwood 
City School District. The signature of H. W. Smith, school 
board President, is in the lower right hand corner and the 
signature of G. B. Hancher, school board Secretary, is in 
the lower left corner. Only one specimen note (purchased by 
the author from a former school employee who saved it from 
the incinerator) shows a partial serial number in the upper 
left corner. See below. The complete serial number, 11018, 


is visible only when the note is turned sideways.

The back features a statement of indebtedness as well 
as a view of Lincoln High School, built in 1926, and still 
in use today. All specimen and regular issue notes were 
printed by the Steele Print Shop in Ellwood City. The 
Steele Print Shop is still in operation, unfortunately, the 


present owner reports that early company records concerning 


the scrip were discarded sometime in the mid 1950's.

Mr. Marshall, deceased, was a prominent citizen whose 
son was an elementary school principal for some years in the 
Ellwood City School District. Mrs. Brewer and Mrs. Rouse 
are former school secretaries who presently reside in 
Ellwood City. When questions concerning the whereabouts of 
the notes were put to Mrs. Rouse, she said that when the 
archives were cleaned out (ca. 1944) she received permission 
from Superintendent J. Ellis Bell to give Mr. Marshall some 
of the notes. "Others were destroyed" in her words, but she 
believes that some may be in the hands of individuals who 
did not redeem them. 

When asked, Mrs. Brewer corrected the notation on the 
envelope reporting that she did not, in fact, destroy the 
scrip. They were destroyed by G. Blaine Hancher, the school 
board Secretary. Mrs. Brewer described the redeemed scrip 
as being "packed in a box ... probably destroyed." She also 
recalls that some notes were were not redeemed. This was 
verified in a school district audit entry dated June 30, 
1937. It recorded a total of $15 worth of unredeemed scrip. 
The denominations of the notes that remain outstanding 
cannot be verified since the ledger containing that 
information is unavailable. Mrs. Brewer seems to recall 
that only one-dollar notes remain unredeemed. She 
speculates that higher denominations would have represented 


too large a sum to sacrifice for a souvenir during the Great 


Depression. 


Since the discovery of the first four notes, a set of 
specimen notes have surfaced along with a single five-dollar 
note. It appears that all that remains of the printer's 
proofs submitted in April of 1933 are two ten-dollar 
specimen notes, five five-dollar specimen notes and one 


one-dollar note. Repeated efforts to confirm the existence 


of any of the unredeemed notes have failed.

NFA World Coin Fund, said coin 
collectors typically shun such 
funds because they want the coins 
in their possession.

Carr said he expects the rarest 
coins, which the Merrill Lynch 
fund is focusing on, to do well 
even if the economy continues its 
downward spiral. During reces- 
sions, “coins that are extremely 
rare have tended to be relatively 
insulated,” while the market for 
less rare, less expensive coins 
tends to soften, he said.

Father Cox Reveals Drama 


Of March To Washington 


By REV. JAMES R. COX, Pastor Old St. Patrick’s Church 


The following story was written exclusively by the Rev. James R. Cox, pastor of Old St. Pat- 


rick’s Church, for the Pittsburgh Press, the day following his return from the Jobless March to 


Washington, and is reprinted with the kind permission of The Press. 


OME weeks ago I read of the invasion of Wash- 
ington by a Communistic group of marchers 
waving the red flag, singing the Internationale 

and demanding all sorts of fantastic changes in 
government and legislation, with the Bolshevistic 
ideal as the panacea of all ills. This is repugnant to 
me, and I so stated casually in a radio talk. I re- 
marked that, while I condemned all Red demon- 
strations, I believed a body of real American citizens 
should go to Washington and protest against unem- 
ployment conditions which existed without any rea- 
son in the United States today. 


I further remarked that if sufficient interest in 
this suggestion were shown, I personally would lead 
an army of unemployed to Washington. The idea 
caught fire. Immediately the telephone began to ring, 
and letters came trom all sides urging me to make 
the march. 


So much interest was aroused that I called a 
meeting for the following Sunday in the basement 
of the church. It was so well attended and there 
was so much enthusiasm for a demonstration that we 
were compelled to make arrangements for the next 
meeting by providing loud speakers on the outside 
of the church to take care of the overflow body. 


“No Matter What Price!” 


At the second meeting we decided upon a date, 
Tuesday, January 5, at 8 a. m. We made only three 
rules, or rather three requests of the men: 


No alcohol—no weapons of any kind—and no 
grouches. 


They were informed that this was to be a hard, 
trying journey to Washington, with probably a lot 
of opposition and no help of any kind from the 
authorities. 


“Will you go?” I asked the men. Their hands 
went up and their voices rang out, “Yes, no matter 
what price we must pay.” 


How were we to procure transportation? I 
thought I might have 2,500 men with me, but to my 


amazement on the morning of Tuesday, January 5, 
the streets of the city were one solid mass of men 
carrying knapsacks, blankets and provisions, from 
Eleventh to Thirty-second street, on Liberty avenue, 
Spring way and Penn avenue. All traffic was literally 
stopped. We had many cars—more than I expected, 
but not enough to take care of this outpouring of 
enthusiastic supporters of our proposed demonstra- 
tion. 


The cars were filled like magic. At eight promptly 
a big red Ford truck, with myself beside the driver, 
and 30 men behind started the trek toward Wash- 
ington, and the other cars followed. 


Greatest Thrill of His Life 


I suggested to the men that they follow on foot, 
if they could not obtain motor transportation. Thou- 
sands upon thousands did that. It was the greatest 
thrill of my life to see that immense throng of ma- 
chines advancing out Liberty avenue, for then I knew 
that our march, at least as far as numbers were con- 
cerned, would be a success. 


My good friend, the great Governor Pinchot, had 
ordered State Police to care for us. A detail com- 
posed of Sergeant Frank J. Gleason and four troop- 
ers—John O’Mara, George Blin, Michael Powell and 
George Kircher—piloted us to the Maryland line. 


These men not only performed their duty, but 
they cared for us in a way which proved they: were 
in sympathy with our movement, and were willing 
and ready to render any and every service that thev 
thought might please us. Never have I experienced 
anything like the treatment these officers gave me 
and my jobless. 


Our Pittsburgh police, always ready and willing 
to help me in any and every emergency, certainly 
did their utmost to keep order and organization in 
the ranks of the Jobless Army. They did it with 
smiles instead of commands. 


The march was so well heralded by the news- 
papers that from Pittsburgh to Washington large 
groups of people lined the streets of every city, town 


@: village, and cheered as we passed by. It was a 
real pleasure to hear them say: “There’s Father Cox! 
What a fine crowd of men he has marching with 
him.” 


Army Meets First Problem 


We were not certain how far we would travel the 
first day. About dusk we found ourselves coming 
down the mountainside toward Huntingdon. We 
were rather late coming into Huntingdon, because 
we had gone to Johnstown upon the invitation of 
the newly-elected mayor, Eddie McCloskey, the lit- 
tle, fighting red-headed mayor of the Flood City. The 
Sergeant stopped the column, came to my auto and 
said: “Father, have you any arrangements tor the 
night?” 


With a foolish smile I answered, “No, sir.” ‘““Don’t 
tell anybody,” he said, “but let’s get busy and see 
what we can do.” 


We proceeded to a garage nearby, and entered the 
accessory shop. The Sergeant said to the man in 
charge: “Is there any place in this town to park a 
large number of autos?” 

The man smiled and asked: “What are you wor- 
ried about, Sergeant? I believe this is the Father Cox 
obless Army tor whom you are requesting a park- 
ng place.” 


The Sergeant answered, “Yes, it is.” 


The man told us to continue to the bottom of 
the hill, and to turn right to the Fair Ground, where 
the Board of Trade, presided over by the Mayor and 
Mr. Zimmerman, a banker, had arranged accom- 
modations. 


The Sergeant and I looked at each other and the 
same words came from the lips of both of us— 
“What a break.” 


It was raining “pitchforks,” and it was no time 
to search for quarters to accommodate between 10,- 
000 and 12,000 men. We ordered the column to pro- 
ceed, just as if we had known many weeks in ad- 
vance where we were to camp. 


I was worried—not only about a parking place, 
but about our supply of food. The commissary could 
not be located. It was somewhere in the line of 
march. I absolutely refused to quit the grounds until 
I knew there was something to feed the men, and I 
also wanted to be there to answer questions. I want- 
ed to face the issue and not run away from it, and 
tried to keep the men smiling, although they were 
hungry, tired and rain-soaked. 


The proprietors of the park, after some time, 
turned on the electric lights and the water. I stood 
for four hours at the entrance of the park, and dur- 
ing all this time it was “zoom! zoom! zoom!’—car 
after car, in an endless chain, coming into our first 
night’s camp. As far as you could see on the road 
leading to the camp were cars, cars, cars. 


When at last, about midnight, my two truckloads 
of sandwiches—made by the good people of Pitts- 
burgh and surrounding towns—hove into sight the 
cars still were coming.

Huntingdon is not a large city. It has a popula- 
tion of 8,000. Twelve thousand visitors came into 
their quiet town, and at our request the restaurant 
keepers put themselves out to provide hundreds of 
gallons of coftee for the evening meal. 


“Rockefeller, Jr,” 


Rev. Owen Poulson, pastor of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church of Huntingdon, came to me in the 
rain and the mud, told me not to worry about break- 
fast—that he and some of his friends in the town 
had arranged to give the men that meal. Rev. Poul-

resentatives. This act, upon the part of Rev. Poulson, 
was a beautiful gesture of goodwill and was ap- 
preciated even more than the food. 


But oh, how it rained—and rained! That con- 
stant dropping of water on unsheltered men was 
sufficient to drive the heart out of the most en- 
thusiastic, and yet, when I visited the men at 2 a. 
m. they were merry and happy, singing all sorts of 
army songs, and listening to the wisdom of Mat- 
thew A. Dunn, blind member of Assembly of Penn- 
sylvania, one of the finest characters it has ever been 
my privilege to meet. 


“Matt” was imitating John D. Rockefeller, Sr. 
He gave every man within reach a new shiny dime. 
[I have one I will preserve throughout my life. 


Next day, as the column was moving toward 
Washington, we halted in a downpour beside a mud- 
dy cornfield to give the marchers a chance to close 
their ranks. I got out of the truck and walked back 
along the line for almost a mile. 


“Boys, I know how tough it’s been,” I said, “but 
can you still smile?” 


They not only smiled, but they cheered as they lay 
in their soaking clothes under wet blankets in the 
backs of trucks and in the rumble seats of cars. Some 
of them were stretched out, clinging with reddened 
chilled hands to the bumpers of cars. They had rid- 
den in that manner from Pittsburgh. 


And then, Harrisburg, where the great “G. P.’”— 
Gifford Pinchot, Governor of Pennsylvania—lives and 
rules. As soon as my truck was parked I started for 
the Capitol. To my surprise I found hundreds of our 
men dining in the Capitol restaurant, reserved for 
Senators and Representatives. They were not being 
served mere sandwiches and coffee. They were order- 
ing whatever they liked from the menu at the expense 
of the Governor himself. 


Before I reached the Governor’s office he met me 
half-way down the steps and greeted me like a long- 
lost brother. When I asked him to do certain things, 
he replied: “Command me! Whatever you want me 
to do I will do; you are the master of ceremonies.” 


“The People Rule” 


We walked from the Capitol, amidst the cheering 
men, to the lot where our cars were parked, and the 
Governor, myself, Matthew A. Dunn and Mayor Mc- 
Closkey, were hoisted by the boys to the rear of the 
machine, a microphone was installed for our  con- 
venience, and speeches were made from this vantage 
point. 


As I looked around over that vast multitude I felt 
that here was not only the theory of government “of 
the people, for the people, by the people” but the ac- 
tuality. Here stood the men from the mills, mines, 
shops and offices of Western Pennsylvania, hand in 
hand with the government of their state. The thought 
came to me that this meeting of the people and their 
government had a double significance. The men who 
stood there realized more deeply than before the 
problems of government, and the men who are en- 
trusted with the administration of government appre- 
ciated more fully the responsibility of their work as 
trustees for the people, instead of proprietors of the 
people. 


It was a history-making occasion, as was every 
meeting in the course of the march. It meant that the 
artificial barriers which have grown up between the 
people and their government are being swept away, 
and that pretense is disappearing. There is no need 
for it among educated people. 


Past Gettysburg 


As we advanced south of Harrisburg the question 
arose as to whether we should push on to Washing- 
ton that night or camp north of the District of Colum- 
bia. For the first time I asserted my rights as general, 
and ordered an immediate advance upon Washington 
against the advice of all the adjutants and captains. 


I had in mind the psychological effect of attaining 
our objectives. Delays are ruinous. A correspondent 
of the United Press hopped on the running board of 
my car far to the north of Washington, and asked me 
where we would camp that night. I chuckled and 
said: “God only knows.” 


It was a dramatic spectacle as the column sped 
past. the fields of Gettysburg in the darkness.

monument-dotted farm lands are peopled by the 
specters of an army that fought to free civilization 
from slavery. 


The men in the long, tired column behind me were 
fighting a different kind of war. Theirs is a war that 
has only just begun—a struggle to free civilization 
from the curse of poverty and unemployment; a bat- 
tle that will end in final victory when every man has a 
job that will permit him not only to exist, but to en- 
joy a real American standard of living. 


We crossed the line of the District of Columbia, and 
moved down Wisconsin avenue into Washington. It 
would have warmed the heart of every man and wom- 
an who reads this to have been privileged to observe 
the eagerness with which those tired men in the col- 
umn watched for the first glimpse of the Capitol of 
their country. 


“There it is!” they exclaimed, as they first caught 
sight of the illuminated dome of the Capitol. They 
forgot they were hungry; they forgot their clothes had 
not dried from the rain. They stared at that spectacle 
like pilgrims viewing some sacred shrine—and it was a 
shrine for them. It was the symbol of all they hope 
and believe that America should mean to its citizens. 


Soldiers Help 


Our Senator, James J. Davis, had promised over 
the radio and by telegram that he would do everything 
within his power to make the Jobless Army pleasant 
and comfortable. Our “Jim” kept his word. 


The police first led the column to Maryland ave- 
nue, and, when my truck had been parked, came over 
with three inspectors, who said they had instructions 
to conduct me to the office of the Chief of Police, 
where they were doing everything within their power 
to place the men for the night and to furnish meals. 


They introduced me to a Mr. de Ford, who had 
volunteered to look atter the food supply. They show- 
ed me the menu. I looked at them, smiled and said: 
“Say, boys, are you kidding me? I thought I would 
be lucky if you allowed our marchers to come into 
Washington.” 


They said: “Father, we are going to look after 
your men in the right way. We want them to have 
breakfast and lunch with us tomorrow, and we are 
going to give them a real feed.” 


For breakfast they gave them coffee, bread, dough- 
nuts and a cereal. For lunch our men were given 
sauerkraut and weiners. Not only did Mr. de Ford 
help in feeding the men, but the Army field kitchens 
from Fort Myer, through the influence of Senator 
Davis, were ordered by General Malone to Capitol 
Park, near Maryland avenue, and our fighting men 
served as “K. P.” to the jobless. 


Care of the men was in the hands of Inspectors 
Brown and Edwards. 


I had issued orders that we would march up Mary- 
land avenue to the Capitol at 11 o’clock in the morn- 
ing, carrying the American flag, and with our own 


and—and that of the North Braddock Volunteer Fire- 
@:: heading the parade and playing patriotic music. 


The men lined up like regular soldiers. Not a vul- 
gar word escaped their lips while they waited for the 
signal to move forward. This was commented upon 
by many persons lining the sidewalks. 


Promptly at 11, I stepped to the head of the column 
and gave the command: “Forward march!” We pro- 
ceeded to the plaza in front of the Capitol. We were 
cheered loudly by spectators lining the sidewalks. What 
a difference this was compared with the unorderly 
Red group of a few weeks before, uttering all kinds 
of vicious epithets against the government and its 
officials. 


Kiss For Mother 


I mounted the steps of the Capitol. Congressman 
Clyde Kelly was first to greet me. After we had 
shaken hands I turned around and faced the boys, and 
waved to signal that I wanted them to applaud the 
Congressman. Just as when an orchestra director 
waves his baton, there was a spontaneous outburst of 
sincere applause which rang true and beautiful in the 
plaza. It was more like music than a shout. 


The applause was repeated when Senator Davis ap- 

eared. I peered everywhere in the crowd for my 
Ooi: I was not certain she would come. In fact, 
I had advised her not to make the journey, feeling 
that things probably would not be favorable and that 
it might cause her worry. Someone informed me she 
was in the group. Suddenly she appeared from among 
the crowd and ran toward her boy. I saluted her with 
a kiss. Immediately the photographers and movie men 
asked for a repetition. I said it was the easiest thing 
in the world to do. Encores in this case were good. 


Senator Davis received our resolutions from me in 
behalf of the Senate, Congressman Kelly in behalf of 
the House. History was made with these resolu- 
tions. Those who know anything about legislative 
procedure are aware how much time is consumed in 
presenting and having resolutions accepted by an 
elected group of representatives. It usually requires 
weeks or months. Representative Kelly went into the 


House, and Senator Davis went into the Senate of the 
United States of America, and read our resolutions. 
Within 10 minutes after they had been handed to these 


this march, who work with their hands and their brains in shops and offices, are the heart of 
America. It is to them that we must look for the future of America and it is to them, more than 
to any administration, more than to any outward forms of government, that we must look to 
carry this country safely and wisely through the greatest crisis in its history, for they are both 


the people and the government.” 


“MARCHERS ARE HEART OF AMERICA” 


“America is something human. It is the men and women who live in it. The men who made 
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gentlemen they had been accepted unanimously by both 
Houses of Congress and were placed in the archives 
of America. They had become historic documents. 


At a climax to these proceedings on the Capitol 
steps and the plaza, Regis Reagen, James McDer- 
mott and Mr. Smith, led by Senator Davis, began 
the singing of “America,” and the men joined in 
lustily. 


I had planned long in advance to have all of my 
marchers pledge allegience to Old Glory, and im- 
mediately following the singing of “America” the 
men recited the pledge of allegience to the flag in 
unison. 


Through arrangements made by Senator Davis, 
13 of my men and I were ushered into the presence 
of President Hoover. He received us in a most 
gracious manner. The original invitation was that 
myself and two others were to be the only ones re- 
ceived by the President. The admission of so large a 
group as 14 was a mark of unusual favor accorded 
the Jobless Marchers. 


I told the President in my most earnest manner 
why 25,000 men had crossed the mountains to the 
Capitol. I told him of the sad plight of the unem- 
ployed in all parts of the United States—hungry 
children, distressed men and women, broken-up 
families—all due to a depression that had no reason 
to exist, according to economic law. 


“On a Volcano” 


I reminded him that we were sitting on top of a 
volcano that might erupt at any time, and that there 
was danger of rioting and bloodshed every day. 


I reminded him that the administration was act- 
ing like an ostrich that sticks its head in the sand, 
believing that if he cannot see the hunter pursuing 
him or the trouble that is nearby, that the hunter or 
the trouble does not exist. I said “Let us give im- 
mediate relief to the unemployed.” 


The President responded in a very matter-of-fact 
way that the government could not make new jobs, 
but that the duty of the government was to do all in 
its power to restore the unemployed to their old 
jobs—no more Federal appropriations could be made 
to the unemployed because they already were over- 
subscribed. 


While I, out of respect to the Chief Executive of 
the nation, did not comment then, I can say now 
that his plans for relief are utterly inadequate. 


“Make More Jobs” 


It seems to me that if President Hoover would 
set about and handle this depression in the same ef- 
ticient manner as he handled relief in Belgium and 
other foreign countries he would go down in history 
as one of our greatest presidents. Relief is needed 
more here at the present time than it was needed in 
Belgium during the war. 


It is one thing to talk about restoring men to 
their old jobs, but how is this to be done when their 
old jobs have been swept away. Machines have re- 
placed men in many jobs, but I am not against ma- 
chinery. What we should do is put machinery to 
work to create new jobs. If these machines can be 
used to produce articles that will bring more happi- 
ness to the people, and make more jobs, let us have 
machines. There are plenty of people to consume all 
that the machines can produce if we can find the 
money to buy the articles. Work will give us money. 


When the old hand-blown method of glass-mak- 
ing first was replaced by machinery there was an 
outcry from the glassblowers that the machines 
would put men out of work—but the manufacture, 
sale and distribution of the articles produced by the 
glass machines made possible the employment of 10 
times as many persons as before. Glass-blowing ma- 
chinery made possible the employment of 10 sales- 
man for every mechanic who lost his job as a glass- 
blower. 


That is why I say to Mr. Hoover that we must 
not retrace our steps to old jobs, but must create 
new jobs. This can be done as we suggested in our 
resolutions. 


We went to the grave of the Unknown Soldier— 
the grave of one of my “buddies.” I wish you could 
have stood beside me and looked out across the 
faces of the thousands of men in that ampitheater as 
I mounted the rostrum. 


“Keep Moving!” 


Why do we honor the Unknown Soldier? Because 
he kept faith with his flag and his fellow-citizens. 
We ask our civil and financial leaders to keep faith 
with us today. 


The question arose as to whether we should start 
back to Pittsburgh that night or wait in Washing- 
ton until morning. Once again I had to exercise my 
functions as the Army’s general, and make the de- 
cision. I gave the order that all should leave Wash- 
ington immediately and proceed toward Pittsburgh 
in military order. 


Upon my arrival in Cumberland I was surprised 
to find the streets lined with our cars and trucks. 
I asked one of the men I met what had happened 
to the army. He said the police had quartered them 
in the station houses, in St. Paul’s. School and in 
some of the theaters. I proceeded to the police sta- 
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tion, and was greeted cordially by the lieutenant in 
charge, and by other officers. 


“Lieutenant,” I said, “we do not want our men 
to remain overnight in Cumberland. Please awaken 
every mother’s son of them, and tell them that by 
orders of General Cox they are to proceed immedi- 
ately to Pittsburgh.” Within 15 minutes the cars 
were moving, and it was zoom! zoom! zoom! for 
the next hour. Every man left, as ordered. 


“Welcome Home!” 


My men were waiting in accordance with my 
orders to rally at Uniontown for an orderly advance 
into their home city. As we drew near Pittsburgh 
we were met by the women of Brentwood and Over- 
brook with baskets of sandwiches and fruit for the 
hungry men. All along the way into and across the 
“Golden Triangle” we received a real home-coming 
welcome. 


_ As I look back across the three-and-a-half days 
of our march I reflect upon its accomplishments. 


We have shown the country that 25,000 Ameri- 
cans can make an orderly pilgrimage to their nation’s 
capital to express a reasonable dissatisfaction with 
existing conditions and to ask that those conditions 
be ‘reheéeved, 


We have had the satisfaction of seeing people 
who “came to scoff” when the march first was pro- 
posed “remain to pray.” 


We have had the privilege of showing that the 
American workman has faith in the institutions of 
his country, and can be reasoned with to such an 
extent as to make a journey of 350 miles under the 
most appalling conditions without repressive meas- 
ures of any kind. In other words, he will follow 
good leadership. 


The march has paved the way for the people to 
have a more direct hand in the conventions of both 
parties this summer. If both Republican and Demo- 
cratic leaders of government do not provide unem- 
ployment relief the people deem necessary they will 
put their own candidates in the field at a convention 
of the jobless to be held in some large city. 


“Thought Inspired” 


Furthermore, the march has proved that the 
American workman is immune to the contagion of 
Communism. Weeks ago I promised that I would 
lead to Washington a march that was the antithesis 
of any left-wing movement. It has been done. 


I believe the reception accorded the marchers— 
from the President of the United States to the hum- 
blest villager along the route—is the best proof that 
can be asked of the accomplishments of the march. 
The most difficult thing in the world is to get peo- 
ple to thinking. Our march has started the men who 
can solve America’s plight to thinking along unself- 
ish lines. 


I want to thank everyone who contributed in any 
manner to make these accomplishments possible. In

The. Rev. James R. Cox, pastor of Old St. Pat- 
rick’s church, who sprung into national fame by 
leading 25,000 jobless men from the Strip to the 
doors of the White House is 46, stout, bespectacled 
and tireless. 


Father Cox was born in Lawrenceville, March 
7, 1885. His tather, James Cox, was a convert to the 
faith in which the son was to become a pastor. His 
mother was Julia Mason Cox, who went to Wash- 
ington by train to see the end of the trail of the 
jobless march. 


Father Cox’s eyes were very bad when he was a 
youngster. He went to St. Mary’s school, working 
whenever he got a chance, to help fill out the in- 
come of his father, who was a salesman. 


With difficulty, because of the trouble with his 
eyes, he completed a course at Duquesne University. 
The doctors told him he never could complete any 
more courses. But he did. 


He wanted to become a priest, which required 
more study. And more work. No kind of job was too 
hard for him. Once he was a taxicab dispatcher and 
his experience there was turned to advantage when 
he went to the aid of the strikers in the Pittsburgh 
taxicab war in 1930. 


Father Cox’ theological studies were pursued at 
St. Vincent’s Seminary at Latrobe. His vision was 
still bad, and he himself attributes the recovery of 
good sight to a religious promise he made. By his 
vow, he was to spread devotion to Our Lady of 
Lourdes if the boon of good eyesight be granted him. 
It is a promise he has kept. 


He was ordained a priest at St. Vincent’s in 1911, 
and said his first Mass at St. Mary’s church in Forty- 
sixth street that year. 


His first religious assignment was as assistant at 
Epiphany parish, where he stayed until September, 
1917. 


Joining the Army as a chaplain, he went to 
France and to Base Hospital No. 27, the University 
of Pittsburgh Unit, at Mongoson, France. 


When he returned from the service Father Cox 
became chaplain of Mercy Hospital, a post he held 
for more than four years. He was named pastor of 
Old St. Patrick’s church in 1924. 


It was while at that church—the youngest pastor 
in the oldest Catholic church in the city—that Father 
Cox began to achieve fame, at first local, now na- 
tional. 


Something about the stoutish priest, his manner, 
the way he peered through his glasses with under- 
standing and a knowledge of human beings, made 
him the confident of thousands. 


FATHER COX’S OWN STORY 


Life Story of Father 


Cox 


No matter what their station in life, from mer- 
chant prince to peanut vendor, thousands sought out 
Father Cox when they were in trouble, and he gave 
ear to. thém all. 


It was more or less natural that from listening 
to the pleas for advice from individuals, Father Cox 
would come to be the counsellor of groups. 


In the taxicab war of 1930 Father Cox sided 
with the strikers, urged them to demand their rights, 
but always counseled, warned, exhorted against 
violence. It was in the dim basement beneath the 
old brick church that the strikers held their meet- 
ings. 


Always among the speakers was the stoutish, be- 
spectacled priest. 


When the strike was finally ended, Father Cox 
was one of those who is credited with bringing the 
end about. He, with Rev. Albert E. Day, of Christ 
Methodist Episcopal church, counted the votes and 
notifed the public the “war” was over. 


Again, in 1930, when he had protested against 
alleged favoritism shown public utilities, Father Cox 
was named by Governor Gifford Pinchot, whom he 
has always vigorously and publicly supported—he 
never does anything any way but publicly—as a 
member of the Public Utilities Investigating Com- 
mittee. 


The Governor, noting Father Cox’s work for the 
unemployed at his church, appointed him also a 
member of the Unemployment Commission of 1930. 


These activities seemed not to interfere with the 
work of the tireless clergyman with his own poor 
and with the members of his parish. 


Impressed by the growth of unemployment and 
the increase in hardships among the poor, Father 
Cox began his relief work November 10, 1930. 


To turn to figures: 


From November 10, 1930, to January 10, 1932, the 
church has served 857,808 meals to unemployed men. 


In the same period—61,671 baskets of food were 
given to the poor. 


Clothing has been given to 18,794 persons, shoes 
to 3,192 and there have been 419 tons of coal dis- 
tributed. 


This natural leader of men never gets to bed be- 
fore midnight, so he sleeps late in the morning. 
Often it is 1 in the morning before he retires. 


A typical day: 


_11—Up, and at noon services, where he. preaches 
daily. 
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12:30—Breakfast, pretty hearty, too. 


1 p. m. to 3 p. m.--—Office hours. As a rule he 
grants interviews to 75 to 100 persons daily at this 
time, on every subject known to man, and several 
not generally known. 


3 to 5 p. m.—Work on his correspondence, par- 
ish calls, clerical work of his relief activities. 


5:30 p. m.—Dinner in 
mother.

7:30 p. m.—Church services, and these are con- 
ducted in keeping with his promise made should his 


civic body, some church group, or union organiza- 
tion. 


12 p. m.—Bed, if he has no more work to do. 


In between-times he takes a look around “Shanty- 
town,” that curious hamlet of wood, and tin, and 
tar-paper shacks, where 250 men now make their 
homes through the winter. He’s mayor of “Shanty- 
town” by popular acclamation of the inhabitants. 


It is plain that there isn’t much time for recrea- 
tion. He likes flying. He likes travel. He usually com- 
bines the flight-fancy of his with some job he has to 
do in another city.

“T have considered that the vital function of the 
President and of the Federal government was to 
exert every effort and every power of the govern- 
ment to the restoration of stability and employment 
in our country which has been so greatly disturbed, 
largely from abroad. 


“The Federal government is spending now half 
a billion a year above normal to give employment. 
World-wide depressions and their result in unem- 
ployment are like great wars. They must be fought 
continuously, not on one front but upon many fronts. 
It cannot be won by any single skirmish or any 
panacea. 


“In the present and what I believe is the final 
campaign against the depression, I have laid a pro- 
gram before Congress and I trust will secure its 
early adoption. The real victory is to restore men to 
employment through their regular jobs. That is our 
object. We are giving this question our undivided

WHEREAS, these men and women, having exhausted their meager resources, 
with strength wasted, their bodies ravished by slow starvation, their spirits broken by 
despair, now lack shelter, are exposed to the cold, the rain, and the snow, and stand 
hungry in breadlines—mute symbols of an economic order out of joint; and 

WHEREAS, their children, undernourished, deprived of milk, often without shoes 
and without winter clothing, their development arrested and their growth stunted, are 
prey to the blighting diseases of mainutrition; and 


WHEREAS, evictions abound, families break up, and the foundation of ordered 

society is being undermined; and 
WHEREAS, the colossal wealth of these United States has been gathered into the 

hands of but a few, who own or control not only industry, but the natural treasures of 
the earth—coal and oil, copper and iron, and even the power generated by the fall of 
waters; and 

WHEREAS, the individual merchant and artisan are being driven from the 
market-place, from behind the counter and the work bench by huge organizations which

Taking the A Train to the Armand Champa Numismatic Library

For some time now | have been working to compile a history of my local coin club, the Western 
Pennsylvania Numismatic Society. Founded in 1878, WPNS is one of the oldest clubs in the country. 
Hoping to turn up some interesting nuggets in contemporary 19th-century numismatic publications, | 
arranged a research trip to Armand Champa’s library in Louisville, KY. Accompanying me were fellow 
WPNS members John Burns and Larry Bassett. The trip took place over the weekend of May 17-19, 
1991. 


At about 2pm Friday we set out from Larry Bassett’s neatly painted Victorian home on our journey to 
Louisville. | maneuvered my Honda onto the highway and into the midst of the weekend rush hour. 
Sucking fumes is no way to start a weekend, but across the river and thru the tunnel to Armand’s house 
we went. 


Once out into the coutryside, Larry napped while John helped me plot our research strategy. | planned 
to make a beeline for the Mason’s Coin Journals. John offered to peruse the various Elder house organs, 
and we assigned Mehl’s Numismatic Monthly to Larry. We passed up the obvious Numismatist and 
American Journal of Numismatics since we had access to complete sets of those at Pittsburgh’s Carnegie 
Library. | had already searched my reprints of Frossard’s Numisma and the first six volumes of The 
Numismatist. 


The Ohio countryside was beautiful, but | sure wish they’d find some fertilizer that didn’t stink like ..., 
well, that smelled more like roses, perhaps. Having had late lunches, no one was particularly hungry until 
well after dark. As we approached Cincinnati | recalled an earlier visit to the area for the 1989 Early 
American Coppers Convention at the Drawbridge Inn in Lexington. My suggestion for dinner at the 
Drawbridge was unanimously accepted. 


We pulled into the parking lot with a nearly empty gas tank and even emptier bellies. Fortunately, we 
were seated immediately at the restaurant and proceeded to order liquid refreshments. Conveniently, the 
Oldenberg micro-brewery is located next to the restaurant, providing an endless supply of fresh suds. 
Also featured at the Oldenberg complex is the world’s largest collection of brewery-ana. The walls of the 
restaurant, bar, and great beer hall are filled with cases exhibiting rare beer bottles, cans, advertising 
signs, trays, and even church keys (bottle openers). After dinner we wandered thru the building 


examining the collection. 


We dawdled until it was pretty late, but we figured heck, Louisville is only an hour or so away, so what’s 
the big rush? After gassing up we hit the road once more. Faithfully following my flawless directions we 
soon found ourselves lost. Eventually we figured out that we were only off by one exit from where we 
wanted to be, but close doesn’t count much in a strange town after dark. As we read the map we noticed 
a young man stoped behind us with car trouble. He was from Indiana, and his beat up car was spewing 
more steam than Godzilla with indigestion. We gave him a ride to a nearby gas station. His car 
swallowed a gallon of water and two quarts of oil without even belching. We had to be on our way, but 
wished him luck. That car was going nowhere fast. 


We quickly located Shelbyville Road, but Howard Johnson’s was nowhere to be found. To make a long 
story short, we ended up exploring several miles of road in several directions, stopping in several places 
for help. When one woman told us "you go straight ahead for 15 lights, pass under the overpass, bear 
right and there it is" we figured she must know what she’s talking about or else she’d have a hell of a 
laugh at us dumb Yankees. Sure enough, there it was, 15 lights ahead, just under the overpass, plain as 
day. Too bad for us that Howard Johnson’s sold the place to a new owner who closed the restaurant, 
turned off the old sign, disconnected the phone number, and reopened under a new name. What the 
heck, 2am ain't so late. 


Rising at the crack of 9:30 Saturday morning, we blundered across the street for brunch at the Big Boy. 
We put our poor gum-cracking waitress thru hell, but we muddled through and soon Armand arrived to 
meet us. | introduced Larry to Armand and soon Larry was getting into Armand’s car for the short ride to 
his house. | followed pretty closely since | didn’t want to lose them, but had visions of traffic stopping 
suddenly, causing me the rear-end Armand’s Ferrari. It would have made a great story, but we pulled into 
his driveway without incident. 


Before long we were hard at work. It was fascinating to read through the Mason’s, although | didn’t find 
as many Pittsburgh references as I’d hoped. Larry found several references to club meetings in the Mehl 
publications. John found a few references to founder George Rode in the Proceedings of the ANS, and 
turned up a of couple minor items in the Elder stuff. He had a great laugh reading thru The Numismatic 
Philistine. Ask him sometime about the Proceedings of the Darktown Numismatic Society... 


The find that stopped me cold was a copy of the 1879 Adler sale. The catalog was in mint condition 
and bore the WPNS library stamp. Jonas Adler was a Pittsburgher who issued just this one auction 
catalog. Adler never became a member of WPNS, and the July, 1879 issue of Frossard’s Numisma 
indicates why: "Daelers sending coins on approval to Mr. Jonas Adler, Pittsburgh, PA., will do well, if they 
wish to assure a Safe delivery, to address the distinguished coin dealer in care of one of the Town 
Justices, or of the Sheriff of the County." 


In what was probably a typical day for Armand, his phone rang regularly with calls from numismatic 
cognoscenti from across the country. After speaking with NBS President Scott Rubin, Armand passed 
me the phone so we could discuss some society business. Soon | was back in the library. 


We kept plowing ahead for most of the afternoon, with occasional breaks for refreshments and chatter. 
Discussing dinner plans, Armand told us about the fantastic new Italian restaurant where he’d made 
reservations. John, recalling the to-die-for steak served at Del Frisco’s on our last visit, lamented that we 
weren't going back this time. "I’m a carnivore; if | have to eat spaghetti, I’d want a meatball THIS big,” he 
said, placing his hands several inches apart. Larry and | noticed a twinkle in Armand’s eye, and you can 
probably guess what happened later. 


Before finishing our visit, each of us found time to examine books that caught our fancy. John looked 
over a plated copy of the Jenks sale. Civil War Token buff Larry checked out Armand’s interleaved and 
annotated copy of Hetrich-Guttag. | looked through Armand’s collection of numismatic society 
publications, and had a chance to show off by displaying my 1858 copy of the first Constitution and 
Bylaws of the ANS. Of course, Armand already had a copy. Finally, | spent some time reading Joseph 
Mickley’s diary. Typical entry for a typical day in 1867: "It was a very cloudy day today. Tuned a piano. 
Went to the Mint and bought four Proof sets..." 


| wish | could write something like this in my diary: "Miserable, rainy day. Drove to Louisville. Went to 
a yard sale and bought several large boxes of 19th Century American numismatic literature. Apparently 
this nice couple was moving to Las Vegas ...." 


Anyway, the time flew quickly and when we looked up it was 8pm. Chow time! Off we went to Mamma 
Grisanti’s, with Armand and Larry once again leading the way. John noted that Ferraris travelling under 
30mph sound a lot like big lawnmowers. But, boy do they purr when you hit the open road. After 
jockeying for parking spaces, we soon entered the restaurant and were ushered to our table. 


Armand wasn’t kidding when he said this place was good. The garlic bread was out of this world, to 
say nothing of the appetizers, salads, and house wine. At the perfect moment, all heads in the room 
turned as the waiter walked in to serve Big John a plate of spaghetti and the biggest damned meatball 
you’d ever want to see. The beast must have been about six inches across. If only a hidden video 
camera had been there to record John’s expression and Armand’s laugh... Larry and | took some quick 
photos with our cameras. The chef had started with five pounds of meat and cooked the thing for two and 
a half hours. It was a talk of the restaurant, and half the staff had to stop by to check out the finished 
product. The more we thought about it, the funnier it got, and soon Larry, Armand, and | had were having 
a giggle fit that nearly put us all on the floor. John was a trooper throughout, and took it very well. Ya 
gotta hand it to Armand... 


Eventually we made it through dinner, dessert, and some of the best numismatic biblio-tales we’d ever 
heard. At about 11pm, we bid Armand adieu and returned to our hotel, stuffed, exhausted, and grinning 
from ear to ear. Getting up early Sunday, we made the trek home in time for dinner with our families. We 
posed for one last photo in front of Larry’s Wurlitzer Jukebox, as it played "Take the A Train" on an old 
45. 


Here’s to you, Armand, for all your help and hospitality. It was a trip we won't forget.
